«  HANKOW, TO-DAY. 

‘THE CHINESE GOVERN: 
MENT IS'NOT PESSIMISTIC 
CONCERNING THE TURN OF 
EVENTS IN THE HSUCHOW- 
FU REGION, DECLARED THE 
OFFICIAL SPOKESMAN TO 
REUTER. 

‘The spokesman gave the follow- 
ing reasons for his observation: 

Firstly, time is in China’s fa- 
vour. She has. carried on the 
_ war for ten months and is able to 
continue to do so. 

Secondly, ‘the Chinese are grad- 
ually wearing down the Japanese 
by inflicting heavy losses on all 
fronts. 

Thirdly, .the Japanese hoped 
the. war would ‘have terminated 
after the ‘fall of Nanking, but 
China’s strength and resistance 
had increased. 

“Likewise, the Japanese expect 
the fall of Hsuchowfu to crush 
' Chinese resistance, but ‘we are con- 
fident that China’s strength ‘and 
resistance has increased.” 


““SHANSI MORAL 
Fourthly, the vastness of Chin- 
ese territory is in her favour, By 
attempting to gain Hsuchowfu, the 
Japanese have lost Shansi. 
Yifthly, we are confident we can 
hold Hsuchowfu. 
The Shansi campaign has proved 
that occupation of a railway and 


’ . even of principal cities cannot’ de- 


termine the outcome. of the 
paign. 

Sixthly, even if we lose Hsuchow-} . 
fu, China must and will carry on.
